Please refer to your online RT1 application DOFPD/R/2017/50443 dated 6.10.2017 
forwarded by PD-II section vide their letter No.25.52/2017-PD.1I dated 8.11.2017 on the sub,ect 
cited above and to say that Computerisation Cell is implementing a Scheme on 'End-to-end 
Computerization of TPDS Operations" under 12 * Five Year Plan in collaboration with all States/UTs 
on cost sharing basis. Component-1 of the Scheme comprises activities, namely, digitization of ration 
cards/beneficiary and other databases, computerization of supply-chain management, setting up o 
transparency portals and grievance redressal mechanisms etc. A national transparency portal for 
TPDS has been developed which can be accessed at ht t p://ntlspprta l. llic.tll . Citizens may also access 
the portal of the respective State/UT Food and Civil Supplies Department through the hnks 
provided on the national portal. The Digitization of ration cards / beneficiaries data has been 
completed in all States & UTs and digitized details of Ration Cards are available on transparency 
portals of States/UTs. Against the total 23.15,59,071 digitised ration cards as on date 18,8 ,43,400 
(81 25%) ration cards have been seeded with Aadhaar. As reported by States/ s, a o a - 
crore bogus/ineligible ration cards stands deleted/cancelled and as a result thereof right 
targeting of Food Subsidies is estimated to be around Rs.15.300 crores considering estimated 
subsidy burden of Rs.7,800 per ration card/per annum.

Answer 2 

With respect to the information sought it is informed that on implementation of PAHAL Scheme, an 
intensive exercise was carried out for identifying duplicate/fake/ghost/inactive domestic LPG 
connections and as on 01.04.2014, 3.34 crore such connections were identified by the public sector Oil 
Marketing Companies (OMCs). 

The estimated savings arising out of the PAHAL Scheme for the year Financial Year (FY) 2014-15 to 2016- 
17 is as under:- 

(i) For the FY 2014-15 - The estimated savings was Rs. 14,818.4 crore (Rs. 369.72 average subsidy per 
cylinder X 3.34 crore number of blocked customers X 12 entitled number of subsidized domestic cylinder 
per annum). 

(ii) For the FY 2015-16 - The estimated savings was Rs. 6,443 crore (Rs. 150.82 average subsidy per 
cylinder X 3.56 crore number of blocked customers X 12 entitled number of subsidized domestic cylinder 
per annum). 

(iii) For the FY 2016-17 - The estimated savings was Rs. 8,185 crore (Rs. 108.78 average subsidy per 
cylinder X 6.27 crore number of blocked customers X 12 entitled number of subsidized domestic cylinder 
per annum). 

Further, online de-duplication is carried out regularly at intera and inter-OMCs level based on Aadhaar, 
Bank Account, name and address to identify existence of multiple connections.
